That's a good call Robert. I went and looked carefully at mine. SP200X 
S/N 5230 has an engraved, and apparently never repainted front panel. The 
paint is glossier than I would have imagined, but there's no overspray on 
anything and it looks like it could be original. It's far thicker and 
glossier, say, than my HQ120 face plate, which is a semi-matte finish, and 
very thin. The radio actually works 
quite well for a filthy, unrestored rig...I'm sure it will respond well to 
just 
the basic cleaning and attention to things dripping and charred, and in need 
of lubrication. 


Following Josh's suggestion I looked inside the panel, and see no 


holes where a plate would have gone. Indeed, smack dab in the center as 
Robert mentions , is the ""SUPER PRO", "HAMMARLUND MFG CO INC", and "NEW 
YORK", in three lines". The supply is a RA84 (not sure whether 
this is original or not....) which is marked "MWO 11-866-2"

One of our Boatanchor members suggested that I post a reference to this 

Jpeg image..... if you are squimish PLEASE do NOT point your browser at 

this URL address. 

This is what can happen when you make a mistake. Please don't let this 

happen to you....after 40 years of playing with high voltage and ham rigs. 

I made a nearly fatal error..... yes I am still alive to write about it.... 
While screening in a nearby shelf to keep my two cats from walking into a 
pair of open variacs next to the powersupply for my old "Home Brew" pair of 
4/1000's. I brushed against the back edge of a Millen high voltage 
connector. The wire was rated for 20 KV as I think the connector 

TSd 239-4 however the wire was smaller in diameter than the hole in the rear of the 
connector leaving about an 1/8th inch air gap. Fortunately I was already 
grounded to the case of the supply prior to contacting the + side of the 
supply 7600 volts DC from a pair of reversed 3KVA pole pigs! The picture 

was taken one week after being hit by the supply. I had to stay in the 
hospital overnight until the heart began to beat like it is supposed to. Then 
two days later I wound up back in the hospotal for a five day stay...as I 
managed to contact some wild strain of a staff infection from the hospital 
during the first vist...... watch those hospitals....they will kill you.... 

I have since replaced the connector with a larger one....the wire replaced with 
that 120,000 volt Hi-Tech sparkplug wire and some RG-8 shielding over the 
WIIG “nos s.ch 


Three holes....the one on the index finger is from the + side "GoesInta" and 
the ones on the thumb and back of my wrist are the grounded 

holes..... "GoesOutas" the "Slice" in between is where the surgeon cut to 
clean the tunnel that was blown between the two larger holes..... and my 

hand has fortunately recovered about 95% of its use....this happened in Feb. 
of 1999...... the URL in you have a strong stomach is......

JI also found some fans to cool off that 
BA. I tried one on my R-390a power supply tubes and also on the top of 
the audio/RF section. It did not make the radio work better, but 
coupled with the correct tube shields and a good air flow, my tubes 
should last longer than I do. 

With that in mind your BA gear should get added air flow with these 
small fans made by POMOTOR. They are 115VAC, 50/60hz. 4 inches square 
and will work anywhere. I have 10 and will sell them for $6 each plus 
$3.20 S & H each as they weigh about 1 pound apiece.

Made one by trial & error. Object was to blank 1190 @ 1mi. out enuf 
to get an 1170 14 mi.s distant. 
Measures ~40" on diagonal & uses throw-away lath as "spreader arms" 


Here's a trick, @ each spreader arm's end is half a pocket comb for 
a "winding separator." 


Took 14 turns #30 to hit resonance with 500pf near 1200 kc. Had 
one turn as pick-up link to ham rx lo-z input. 


Nulls stuff to it's side fine. But not fine as desired ‘cause 1190 
modulation splatter still clobbers 1170 at ~45 deg.s fm side. 


Any other experiences or references? 


Does anyone like the pocket comb idea as well as the author? But 
please let's not start a thread on hi-q, arrl-endorsed pocket combs.
